The Royal Grants.

LONDON, July 27.—Last night’s vote on the 
royal grants was the most radical one ever 
registered in the House of Commons. There 
are 204 Liberals, excluding the Parnellites and 
Unionists, in the House. Of these 136 voted or 
paired for Labouchere against the grants. 
Only thirty-seven voted with Gladstone for 
them. These were chiefly officials and hang- 
ers-on. This shows how compietely the Lib- 
eral pa has been radicalized since the 
Unionist secession. Mr. Gladstone's speech 
in favor of the grants is still the chief topic of 
political circles. A young Radical member 
said to me yesterday: It might have been 
made equally well by Fit or Gladstone. It 
could have been made by nobody else. The 
passage about bis being a servant of the 
Crown distinctly jarred on us young Dem- 
ocrats.’’

FUTURE OF THE PAPACY. 

There isa very important acticie on the future 
of the papacy in the Contemporary lew.

It says that to 
re-establish the temporal power, the church 
must be Anglicized or Americanized or 
dwindle. This is illustrated by the start- 
ling statement that the papal rescript against 
the plan of campaign was launched by the 
Pope under the pressure of the English Gov- 
ernment against the advice of Persico, who 
has been held responsible for that blunder. 
The article is certainto attract attention in 
Italy and Ireiand. It points, without naming 
him, to Cardinal Gibbons as the next Pope 
and the transfer of the seat of the Holy See 
from Rome to London. The article is long 
and has the play of honor. It is written with 
earnestness and conviction, and the author 
evidently bas an intimate acquaintance with 
the secrets of the Vatican. The _ thesis 
of the writer is that the papacy will if a divine 
instrument be purified by persecution and 
driven from Rome never to return. As Eu- 
rope when the Roman Empire fell becamo bar- 
barian and was civilized by the church wi! it 
be with the world, which is now becoming 
Euglish-speaking. The question for the Pope 
is whether he can Cataolicize the English 
speakers.

Citizen of Cincinnati.

The Murdered Man Missing From His Home 
Since Last Thursday—Theory as to the 
Perpetrator of the Crime — Suspicion 
Points to a Colored Hostler—Robbery 
Supposed to Have Been the Motive—The 
Victim’s Watch and Other Valuables Not 
on the Body— Where the Deed Was Com- 
mitted—The Teli-Tale Trail ef Blood— 
Details of the Crime—Tragic sequel to 
an Elopement and Marriage at Chico, 
Colo. Fate of a False Friend—The Daily 
Record of Criminal Events. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 27.—The murder of Dr. 
A. E. Jones, familiarly known as Col. Jones, 
is one of the most shocking crimes that could 
have occurred in Cincinnati. The Colonel was 
in his 7ith year, but was active as a man of 
50. He had always had an inclination to mili- 
tary life, and kept it up by holding a connec- 
tion with the Ohio National Guards, serving 
foralong time as surgeon of the First Regi- 
ment. Gov. Foraker, who was his neighbor, 
appointed bim a member of his staff as Sur 
geon-General. He had been active in public 
affairs, serving often in the Municipal Council, 
and had besides held several offices under ap- 
pointment from the General Government. He 
was, perhaps, more widely known In Cincin- 
nati than any other citizen. 

Dr. Jones left his house about 8:30 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon wearing no coat, his feet 
in slippers and went in the direction of his 
stable. He asked what time it was, though 
wearing his watch. That was the last seen of 
him alive. The family did not become alarmed 
until after night and then prosecuted their 
search quietly until yesterday when notice 
was given to the police. 

During the day yesterday a trail of blood 
was discovered opposite the doctor’s stable 
on Cemetery street, and being followed was 
traced to Park avenue, then south two or 
three squares to the junction of Cypress 
street and Francis lane, where on the grass 
was quite a pool ot blood. It was here in a 


man- hole of the sewer that the 
body was found this morning. It 
was wrapped in a horse-bianket 


or rather sewed up, so that it was drawn out 
by means ofarope fastened around it by a 
man who had been lowered for that purpose. 
The body had been doubled tp compactly, as 
if for convenience in carrying, and it is ap- 
parent that the trail of blood was that which 
trickled from his wounds ag hig murderer car- 
ried him to the here he tire to con- 
ceal forever the trace of Bis crime, tor he 
hoped the water would Garry the body into the 
river. It was found that the doctor’s gold 
watch and his money were gone. This must 
have been the motive for the murder, as the 
doctor had notanenemyin the world. The 
police are already making arrests, among 
them being Charles Bligh, the colored bostler, 
who had been with Col. Jones about two 
months. 

There was butasingle wound. It was upon 
the back part of the head and slightly on the 
right side, as if the biow bad been given from 
behind. The theory now prevalent is that the 
murderer was Charles Bligh, the colored 
servant, and that after committing the crime 
he hid the body untti night, and then, putting 
it into a grain rack, he carried itto its place 
of copceaiment. Bligh was at the house all 
day yesterday and told ot his last interview 
with the Colonel. When he left last night he 
said he would return at 5:30 this morning, but 
he has not yet been found. A hoe in the stable 
bears marks which are pronounced to be 
blood stains.

Electric Light Matters Discussed—Other Mu- 
nicipal Affairs. 


The Board of Public Improvements Com- 
mittee on Electric Lighting held a meeting 
this morning to take another turn at affair 
concerning the lighting of the city by elee- 
tricity after 1890. For some time past the 
members of the committee have been inclined 
to believe that the work of erecting the elec- 
tric lighting plants was not progressing rap- 


idiy enough to assure the prompt in- 
troduction of the new system at the 
appointed time. This impression grew 


stronger and stronger until it was finally de- 
cided to look into matters in that direstion 
and push the companies along a little. Letters 
were written to the various companies hoid- 
ing contracts for the city lighting asking them 
what progress they had made and what — 
they were taking toward finishing the work in 
time.

The committee took official action on 
the letters, but none of the members were lin- 
clined to say what it was or what other busl- 
ness was done. Concerning the contents of 
Mr. Sutter’s letter President Flad said: ‘‘The 
letter was to the committee and is not pubile 
property,’’ and refused to say what the con- 
tents of the letter were.

TOO FRANK A CONFESSION. 

The claim of the promoters of the North 
American Salt Co. that their scheme is 
not a trust might have been allowed had 
they not been so naively frank in their 
public announcement. 

The trouble with that announcement 
was that it was an attempt to kill two 
birds with one stone and the birds were 
extremely far apart. It aimed to con- 
vince the public that the scheme did not 
contemplate putting up the price of salt, 
but rather the reduction of the price and 
the improvement of the quality of all 
grades of salt. The profits were to be 
made through skilful management and 
the reduction of expenses. 

On the other handit aimed to convince 
investors that the stocks and bonds of the 
new corporation offered magnificent op- 
portunities for paying investment. The 
means by which profits are to be assured 
are interesting in view of the statement 
to the public. They are: the control of 
nearly all salt mines and by this means 
the regulation of the output and the price 
of the commodity; the crushing out of all 
competition either by purchase or by rate 
wars confined to the location of competi- 
tiye projects and made possible by the 
profits in other localities and by enormous 
resources. These are all features of an 
oppressive, monopolistic trust. There is 
one other feature even worse which en- 
larges it into a monster international 
combine. Thisis an understanding or a 
pool with the English Salt Trust whereby 
each is pledged not to compete with the 
other. The promoters have confessed too 
much. 

It is possible that the scheme is more of 
a big bluff and speculation than anything 
else and the money will be made out of 
investors rather than consumers. There 
is a vast amount of salt iu this and other 
countries and avast amount of capital 
looking for profitable investment. An 
oppressive corner in the product is there- 
fore unlikely. 

But it is the purpose of the scheme 
which is the main thing. No other neces- 
sary commodity enters so largely into the 
life and commerce of the people as salt. 
It is used in the making and preserving of 
food products and it is necessary to the 
food itself. The attempt to corner and 
control such a_ product is altogether 
abominable. It is more abominable, how- 
ever, that the Government is a party to 
the attempt through the tariff on salt. 

The wiping outof this tariff should be 
the first act of the present Congress. It is 
no longer needed to develop an infant 
industry, but serves to aid a monster 
monopoly to control the supply and the 


price.

AN ABSURD OBJECTION. 

One of the chief arguments urged 
against the adoption of the underground 
conduit system for carrying wires is the 
experience of New York. Frequent ex- 
plosions occur in the conduits there by 
reason of the leakage of gas from the 
mains into the conduits. No one hasbeen 
killed as yet, but the horrible possibility 
of having citizens blown into the air at 
any moment is held up to the public asa 
bugbear inseparable from the system. 

The point is not well taken. To reason 
that because gas leaks from the mains 
into the couduits in New York and causes 
explosions therefore all conduits are 
dangerous, is to dealin absurdity instead 
of sound logic. The fact that explosions 
do occurin New York from this cause is 
merely an indictment against the New 
York gas mains and the New York en- 
gineer who put down bad conduits so that 
gas from the mains may leak into them. 
It is an argument additional to that of 
waste and foul odors for compelling the 
gas companies to lay sound mains. It also 
serves as a warning that conduits must be 
properly constructed so as to avoid such 
accidents. 

The merits of the conduit system are 
not affected in the slightest degree by the 
condition of the New York gas mains or 
the blunders of the men who built the 
New York conduits. Even if these blun- 
ders should be repeated elsewhere the ex- 
plosions of gasin the New York conduits 
have not yet killed man or beast, while 
the victims of overhead wires are num- 
bered by hundreds and property is de- 
stroyed daily by reason of them. The 
opponents of the conduit system need 


better arguments to condemn it.

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RECENT EVENTS AB PORT-AU-PRINCE 


The Story of the Attack and Repulse of La 
Coupe—A Commander’s Perfidy and the 


Penalty Paid—Money Made Out of the 


War by the Leaders of Both Factions— 
Instances showing the Bravery of Native 
Haytiens.

along the line, and the 
success of Arehhial 
appears to have avalled him little. Legitime, 
for the first time in many months, has scored 
a point. It was momentary, but it served 
to strengthen the feeling of confidence he 
is endeavoring to impart to hisfollowers. As 
a result of the La Coupe affair Hippolyte lost 
in killed over thirty men. The number of 
wounded is not known, thoughit is calculated 
as exceeding the number killed. The affair 
was a mere skirmish growing out of an at- 
tempt on Hippolyte’s part to take the works 
of La Coupe. Hippolyte had good reasons to 
believe that the southern General in charge of 
the place could be bought. He accordingly 
made overtures to him which proved satisfac- 
tory to both sides. 
THE PLAN AND ITS RESULT. 
It was arranged that the Northern forces 
should make at least the feint ofan attack on 


1 


La Coupe, that they should retreat, and 
be followed by the garrison, which, 
in turn should allow itself to be 


overcome in the open, In the nick of time, 
however, the whole plot was divulged to 
Legitime, who quiekly ordered the forces 
earliest available to take position beyond La 
Coupe. Legitime arrived on the scene almost 
as soon as his men and immediately arranged 
an ambuscade on both sides of the road lead- 
ing to La Coupe. In accordance with the pre- 
vious arrangements Hippolyte’s advance ap- 
peared at the appointed hour, marched close 
tothe position where Legitime was ambus- 
caded, andthen slowly withdrew. The mo- 
ment the retreat commenced out rushed the 
whole garrison of La Coupe firing their 


pieces in the air, but doing no 
damage whatever to their opponents, 
The retreat had extended no _ further 


than 500 yarda when Hippolyte wheeled about 
and advanced on arush. On he came pell 
mell, intending to fairly run over all in his 
way and then dash into the works. The ad- 
vance of Hippolyte was the signal for a gen- 
eral stampede on the part of the would-be 
pursuers and with his path clear the Northern 


General continued to push ahead unchecked 
until suddenly from all sides men appeared to 
spring out of the very ground and the next 
inetant were pouring in a deadly fire. 

Taken completely by surprise, Hippolyte 
retreated faster than he had advanced. He 
carried off as many of his wounded and 


dying as be could under the eir- 
cumstances, but over thirty dead 
bodies were found by Legitime’s men. The 


surprise given Hippolyte was no more potent 
in its effect than the one given the command- 
ing general of La Coupe. In an inatant the 
traitor saw through it all, but to escape was 
out of the question. The whole varrison was 
surrounded and its general seized. Under a 
strong guard he was conveyed to Port-au- 
Prince to await the sentence of a general 
court-martial. As he entered the city the 
plaudits of the people resounded in his ears in 
their appreciation of a victory brought about 
by his Own perfidy. The truitor was incar- 
cerated in a dungeon, and since that time 


nothing bas been heard of bim. 
The people shrug their shoul- 
ders when his name is mentioned 


snd meaningly say: Oh, he is cared for.“ 
There is very little doubt that the unfortunate 
man was summarily put to death, and if in 
keeping with the usual manner of carrying 
out Legitime’s executions, was most likely 
accou panied by torture. | 

HOPES REVIVED. 

This affair at La Coupe, coming as it has ata 
time when assistance from France is rumored, 
has given great bope tothe beleaguered city. 
Provisions and supplies are numerous and the 
dreaded tamine feared in the early part of the 
siege is entirely dispelled irom the minds of 
the people. Hippolyte’s position is a good 
one, and in the possession of a general more 
ofa soldier, could speedily effectthe overthrow 
of Port-au-Prince. It is aso ramored that Hip- 
polyte’s supply from the North is defect- 
ive and that his men suffer from 
wantoffood. If this is so Port-au-Prince 
must be captured at once or the defeat of the 
Northern leader will ensue through inac- 
tivity alone. To judge from what one hears 
in Port-au-Prince it seems that Legitime and 
his generals are not anxious, that the war 
shouldend. They are anxious though, that 
Port-au-Prince shail not fall, but are per- 
fectly willing tokeep up the fleht in the open. 
The whole war seems to be a money-making 
affair. Legitime is reputed to be pocketing 
$1,500 a day of money thatis paid to soldiers 
not existing. His generals are pro- 
portionately receiving moneys in fraud 
ulent ways and all are getting 
immensely rich and, strange to say, too, the 
lower class are not losing as much as one 
would imagine. There are few dupes to 
be found among these latter people and as to 
striking bargains they would do credit to the 
business shrewdness of Maiden Lane. 

As to negotiations, they are out of the ques- 
tion. Any settlement of difficulties could not 
otherwise butfavor Hippolyte, who at this 
moment is not only strong in sition, but 
before the very last of Legitime’s strongholds, 
To accord to Hippolyte the distinction of Em- 
peror, incident on the abdication or surrender 
of Legitime would be to win many mércbants 
who are creditors of Legitime’s Govern- 
ment. It must not be understood, though 
that all of these merchants are voluntary 
creditors. Lezitime has a Babit of making a 
call for money and if be does not get it to 
forthwith take it by force. It matters not who 
the Institutions levied on for funds—it may be 
a bank, it may be a private house; the funds 
are produced if they exist. The great firms 
engaged in supplying the wants of the army 
find their trade most lucrative, and that, too, 
since they are hardly able to fill their con- 
tracts. The farmers in tbe immediate 
vicinity ot Port-au-Prince, in that der- 
ritory not approached by the _ besieg- 
ing forces have their hands full in 
supplying vegetables and fruite to the 
soidiers, and are reaping a rich harvest out of 
it all. It is hard totell where all the money 
necessary to the war comes from. Undoubt- 
edly there is foreign capital back of it all, and 
once the war is ended and a big debt bas been 
rolled up, the interest accruing to the two 
loaned Generals will be something handsome. 

THE ISLAND'S RESOURCES. 

Hayti is rich in her natural resources, the 
products of her soil yield annually a large 
revenue, and thefnational debt must be large 
that Hayti can not pay off in a few years of 
prosperity. All that Haste needs is good gov- 
ernment. The island is notjhalf so un healthy as 
is commonly supposed. Much of the 
sickness is the outcome of filth 
and uncleanly habits, all of which is within 
the province of reform. Cape Haytien, for 
instance, which ig the cleanest place on the 
island, has had but three cases of yellow fever 
during the past seven years aud these cases it 
must be borne in mind were brou 
in visiting ships, To end the war 
nothing but hopeless ruin to all conn 
with Legitime. Among those are 4 few Amer- 
loans who are not only merchants but farm- 
ers. One American here introduced the first 
plow on the island.

he police, who are soldiers, were sent 
to arrest the conspirators. One of them 
learned of the integtions of the police and im- 
mediately sent word by his son to hia col- 
league. He then proceeded to barricade bis 
house and calmly awaited the arrival of the 
soldiers. Asthe latter came up he opened 
fire, picking off man after man till he had 
killed seven and wounded sixteen, The sol- 
diers were completely nonplussed and beat a 
retreat. A batteryof artillery was directed to 
proceed to the house, and, ufter several rounds 
of canister had been fired into the building, 
its brave defender was killed. 

Another instance happened also buta few 
daysago.

Last night Hippolyte made a raid onthe 
outlying buildings in the vicinity of the out- 
posts, and succeeded in reaching right up to 
the very works themselves. The night was lit 
up tar around by the conflagration, and to- 
day the smoldering ruins are still observed 
smoking.

O. D. Tucker Puts the Questions in an En- 
tirely New Manner. 

Orin D. Tucker, the father of the elevated 
railroad scheme, was speaking this morning 
of the meeting of the Railroad Committee of 
the House of Delegates yesterday after-

J have just been figuring out, to satisfy my 
curiosity and because I had nothing else to 
do, how much time and money an elevated 
road would save to the people of this city. 
Look at these figures, they will astonish you. 
In the first place, we expect to carry 30,000,000 
passengers perannum. The Olive street line 
will carry 16,000,000 this year,and we will have 
a great deal laruer territory to draw from and 
greater inducementsto offer in the way of 
quick travel, and we count on carrying 30,000. 
000. Now, as to the time, take Grand avenue 
as the Central point. Those who live this side 
of Grand avenue will save less and those the 


other side will save more time than 
those who live on Grand avenue, but 
I think that would be a fair 


point to take for the estimate, because while 
a person living at Eighteenth street, would 
save only a few minutes in getting down 
town, those living by Riverdes Peres would 
gethome in about twenty-seven minutes in- 
stead of an hour and a half, Well, with Grand 
avenue as a center, let me show you what the 
suvings would be. The Olive street cable 
zoes from Grand avenue to Fourth street in 
24 minutes. We will makethe trip in 4 min- 
utes. There is a saving of 20 minutes to each 
passenger. Now see how the figures crawl 
up. Twenty minutes to each of the 30,000,000 
passengers would make a total saving of 600,- 
000,000 minutes a year. That would be 10, 
000 , 000 bours, equal to 1. 130 years, 
or more than ten centuries that would 
be saved to these 30,000,000 passengers every 
year. Why in two years they would save 2,278 
years, or about 400 years more than the num- 
ber that have elapsed since the birth of Christ. 
I was astonished when I began to multiply 
these figures, andIhadto go over them to 
see that Ihad not putin too many ciphers. 
But figure that out in money. The laborers 
make 20 cents an hour when they work by the 
hour, some olerks make less, but I suppose 25 
cents an hour will be a fair estimate to put on 


the average man’s time. Yes, the 
averace man will get about 82.50 a 
day for ten hours work. Well, at 


23 cents an hour these 10,000,000 will be worth 
to the passengers just $2,500,000. Why, what 
they would save between this and 1892 would 
be enough to bring the World's Fair to St. 
Louis and pay all its expenses. These figures 
are based on actual and reasonable estimates, 
still Isuppose some people will quote Mark 
Twalu, who figured from the sbortening of the 
Mississippi River during the past fifty years 
that a few thousands of years ago it stuek out 
over the Gulf of Mexico like a fishing rod.“ 


THE ELEVATOR RATES. 


Mr. Samuel Says They Are Cheaper Than 
Chicago’s. 


Mr. Web M. Samuel was seen this morning 
in reference tothe statements made by several 
grain receivers and shippers in yesterday's 
PoSsT- DISPATCH concerning the new schedule 
of elevator charges pubiished by the St. Louis 
United Elevator Co. Mr. Samuel said: ‘‘I 
think that when the gentiemen who are not 


satisfied with the rates look into them more 
closely they will change their minds and come 
to the conclusion that the rates are Detter than 
they thought they were. They are much lower 
than the rates in St. Louis used to be, and the 
rate for the firat storage is as low as it 
has ever been made legitimately. Thecarryin 
ot grain is what is of value to a market an 
the rates we have made are better than they 
can find anywhere else. Why, who ever 
beard of a 6-cent rate for nine months? If the 
former sees he can send his grain here and 
store it cheaply he will do it, just as freicht is 
sent to a shipping port where there is plenty 
of warehouse room at cheap figures. Take 
those rates allthe way through and they are 
lower than Chicago. Most of the merchants 
are satistied with them now and the more they 
are analyzed tne better the receivers will be 
pleased with them.“ 

Mr. George W. Updike, who is a large re- 


ceiver and a director in the Eleva- 
tor Company, said: „1 think that 
the merehants ought to have given 


the elevators a little more time. 
start anything without having to make some 
changes when it gets into running order. The 
elevators may find after a while that they can 
reduce their charges and they may find that 
they cannot, but it is a good deal easier to put 
them down if itit can be done than itis to 
raise them if they are too low. The elevators 
want to do whatever they can forthe grain 
trade of this city, because its interest and 
theirs are the same, but they cannot be ex- 
pected to build up the grain trade as the ex- 
ense of themselves. Tpe old way of doing 
usiness meant bankruptev, We hope the 
new way will bea success. But it is no use to 
blame the elevators alone if the grain trade 
of St. Louis must advance. They are only 
one-tbird of the necessaries toa large busi- 
ness. If the railroads do not work with us 
and we do not have cheap barge rates the ele- 
vators can not build up the business alone.

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DISCOVERY IN FLORIDA. 


An Inexhaustible Supply of White Clay and 
Sand Near Ocean Navization—A Compet- 
itor of English Clay—Possibilities of 
China Manoefacturing in St. Lonis— 
Abundance of Clay in Missouri. 


ROM present indica- 
tions St. Louis will, 
before long, have 
another new enter- 
prise, connected 
with the mining in- 
terest, The mate- 
rial to be mined, 
however, is white 
clay, kaolt and 
white sand, rather 
>. = _ than the precious 

t metals. The matter 
is at present under the management of Mr. 
Hugh M. Thompson, the old sewerpipe and 
chinaware manufacturer. The clay deposit 
is in Florida and was discovered but recently. 
Speaking ofitthis morning Mr. Thompson 
said: 

„„We have not yet definitely determined 
what we will do, but we expect to arrange our 
plans soon. If the clay proves to be in cuch 
quantity as we estimate, the bank will bea 
bigger bonanza than a goldmine. Ido not 
see any reason to doubt that 
it does exist in this quantity, as 
the geological formation and everything else 
indicate that thereisno limit to it. As to 
the clay itself there is no doubt but what it is 
the finest in the world for such purposes as it 
may be used. I have examined it very cCare- 
fully and have also submitted samples of it 
to Eastern potteries, and they agree with me 
in saying that it would be impossible to find 
better material. 

THE LOCATION OF THE BANK 
is about twenty miles from ocean transporta- 
tlon in Florida, and a railroad is now being 
constructed which will pass within 500 feet of 
it. The deposit appears in a biuff around 
Lake Geneva, and we have a tract of 160 acres. 
The lake is a small one of but about 
twenty-five acres, but is surrounded 
by a number of other lakes, each of which is 
large enough for boating. The deposit is one 
of white clay and white sand. The latter is 
extremely white, and very fine. It can be 
mined very easily and cheaply, as there is no 
trouble from water or lime deposits. The 
trouble experienced generally is from lime, 
as it gets into the clay, and when it is used 
for making white ware it causes a cracking 
and splitting. I do not know, as yet, how- 
ever. how we will mine the material, whether 
by tunnel or by stripping the ground and by 
hydraulic processes wash the clay and sand 
down tothelake. The latter will probably be 
the best method of working it, and the one 
we willlikely adopt, though before coming to 
any decision we will have to examine the 
deposit more carefully by sinking shafts 
on it at various places. This, however, will 
be a matter of but small cost and but short de- 
lay, and we can be ready to start to work 
within a very short time after we start out 
on it. 
THE POSSIBILITIES OF THE DEPOSIT 

are such that it might revolutionize the pot- 
tery business of this country. Good clay of 
this description is very badly needed. En- 


gland consumes and ships between 400,000 
and 500,000 tons a year. Considerabie of itis 
shipped from there to this country, finding a 
market at 812 to $l5aton. This will probably 
all be crowded out by the clay from Florida, 
as we will have ocean transportation and can 
deliver the clay in New York at a price very 
much below that charged for the English 
material. There is an abundance of clay 
in this country, but the trouble is to get it out 
and place it before the consumers in competi- 
tion with the foreign and other clays. There 
is no part of the world, for instance, richer in 
clays than Missouri, and St. Louis should de 
the largest white and chinaware manufactur- 
ing center in the country. We have in South- 
eastern Missouri as fine a white clay and sand 
as can be found, but we cannot ship it at the 
price demanded. The only deposits in the 
Kast which can reach the manufacturers ure 
in Vermont and Delaware. The latter is a 
good clay, but that coming from Vermont is 
slightly inferior, and is mined with difficuity. 


It is taken out below the surface and 
must be lifted. Then there is trou- 
ble there with the water, and after 
the clay is taken out it must 


be washed carefully. In the face of this the 
competing clays of course have a great ad- 
vantage. The discoveries in this State in the 
last few years have been very important, and 
we have a great deal of wealth in our clay 
banks if we only had the capital interested to 
develop them and utilize the material, In go- 
ing into the pottery business we would of 
course be a little behind, but we would 
HAVE MANY ADVANTAGES, - 
and our only disadvantage would be competi- 
tion with the natural gas used in East Liver- 
ool. With fuel gas, however, we could et- 
ect this almost completely. I will take this 
Florida clay, or our white clay in Missouri, 
and make as fine and clear shell and 
transparent china as is made in the 
world. I did do it in the works! erected out 
on Tayon avenue, and would have made a 
financial success out of it had it not been just 
at the time of the Jay Cooke fallure. I had an 
investment of $150,000, and had put in over 
$69,000 myself. Une trouble is that the queens- 
ware people do not want the pottery industry 
established in St. Louis. They told me so 
very frankiv, saying they did not want me to 
succeed. They prefer to import their china- 
ware, asthe people do not know anything 
about its cost and they can put on much larger 
profits. If there was a pottery here all this 
would be changed, and country merchants 
would buy from the manufacturer in- 
stead of from the jobbing importer. Not- 
withstanding the opposition, had it not been 
for the Jay Cooke financial crisis would bave 
succeeded inthe old enterprise, and would 
have had one of the best known ot all the 
manufacturers of French china located with 
mein St. Louis. There would have been no 
more importing then, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars would have been taken out of 
the Missouri clay banks by this time. What 
was possible then would be much easier now, 
on account of the recent discoveries. 
THE ONE IN FLORIDA 
iga very important one, and bas one striking 
feature which gives it a new value, that is in 
the mixture of clay and sand in about the right 
proportions for ra bricks. One of our 
plans is to erect a brick-making machine 
and kiln at the bank and press and 
burn clear white bricks for wainscoting par- 
poses. It will only be necessary to take out 
the clay and sand, press it as it comes from 
the bank and then burn it. I have just about 
demonstrated this, and find that it will make 
a brick or slab presenting as good an appear- 
ance as marble, and, of course, a great deal 
cheaper. This, however, is only one of the 
ssibilities of the venture, and it is impossi- 
le now to tell what all of the others may be.

SHIPPING TO ST. LOUIS. 


Auditor Joseph Brown Gives His Reocollec- 

tion of Ocean Crafts on the Upper River. 

Auditor Joseph Brown, speaking to-day 
about the Matilda, the only seafaring vessel 
ever built and launched in St. Louis, said that 
he had read the reminiscences of that event 
which have recently been published inthe 
Post-DISPATCH with much intezest, and he 
well remembered the incident. 


„Tue Matilda. said the Auditor 
and ex-Mayor, ‘‘was the only seafar- 
ing vessel ever built here, and there 
was but one other seafaring vessel, 


properly so considered, whieh ever came to 
St. Louis. That was the Champion, which ran 
up to St. Louis in 1836-7. About May, 1874, 
there was a good dealof feeling exhibited on 
Change in favor of making the experiment of 
bringing an ocean-going vessel to St. Louis so 
as to demonstrate the feasibility of the pro- 
ject, and with thatend in view I was appointed 
a committee of one by the Exchange to go to 
New York and charter an ocean-going steamer 
to bring a cargo to St. Louis via 
New Orleans and to take one out 
by the same route. Accordingly I visited 
New York for that purpose and could have 
chartered of the Guion or any other line to 
make the trip, Dut ascertained that they 
wanted indemnity against risks not carried in 
their insurance policies, and wanted their 
regular ocean crews kept under pay, notwith- 
standing that they would be useless for river 
navigation, being unused tothe methods of 
doing business on the river. These, together 
with other difficulties not necessary 
to enumerate, would have added 
greatly to the expense of an experimenta! 
trip. I wyseif was satisfied from the first 
that our barge lines and other large steamers 
could more than compete with an ocean-going 
steamer even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances in carrying 28 freight and 
passengers to and from the Gulf of Mexieo.’’ 

In regard to the statement that there were 
other ocean-going vessels besides the Matiida, 
which entered this port, Jean say that there 
was none within my recoliection with the 
exception of the Champion. Several 
of the monitors built here by Eadsand the 
MeCords and Steel were coasters and 
taken out to sea, but were not regular sea- 
going Vessels. A low pressure little gunboat 
called The Little Rebel, which was captured 
from the Confederacy, was brought to St. 
Louis alter the war. She was like the monit- 
tors, a sea coaster, but strictly speaking nota 
sealaring vessel, It was in 7 that the 
Champion, which wasa low pressure steamer, 
was brought here from Lake Champlain to 
run in opposition to the regular river steam- 
er Paul J@nes. But she could only run in 
high water, as she drew six feet light. ana the 
pumps attached to her condensers gave con- 
stant trouble on aceountof the sand in tie 
river. After a few racing trips with the Peul 
Jones she was taken back to Lake Champlain. 
Such is my recollection of the only ocean craft 
which has been on the upper Mississipp'.’’

ABMIES, NAVIES AND FRONTIER DEFENSES 
OF THE TWO POWERS. 


In Contemplation of vonn and 


Germany Are Factors With Which Rus 
sia Would Also Mave to Deal in That 
Event—The Conditien of Mussia for a 
Fight. 

From the New York Times. 


Ever since Russian diplomacy was worsted 
in Bulgaria in 1887 there has been a constant 
struggle to regain her lost foothold in the 
Balkan States, but t now appears that in 
Servia Russia has gone to the extreme limit of 
intrigue before provoking actual hostilities. 
The work of Russla's emissaries has been et- 
fected by the help of all classes, and so potent 
have been the different means of disintegra- 
tlon that the euzerainty of the boy King 
threatens to be disregarded, if not defied, by 
factions and communities all over his domain. 

The rupture in the ordinary condition of af- 
fairsin Serviais regarded by Austria as a di- 
rect attack upon herself by Russia, and to put 
anend to Russian intrigue in this protector- 
ate State of Hers, Austria demands the cessa- 
tion of Russian encroachment. Russia's fall - 
ureto get Bulgaria, her trouble with Prince 
Ferdinand, ana the attending diplomatic com- 
plicetions, all prompted the Czar to strike 
elsewhere foran opening wedge toward the 
Sultan's domain. By so shaping the course of 
politics in Servia, the Czar hoped to make 
Austria offer to treat and give accession. It is 
not thought that Kussia really wants a war, at 
least, just at present, but, in the opinion of 
military students of the Eastern question, 
Russia must stop where she ts, or Austria will 


construe all further advances as a casus Delll. 

Despite the unquestionable and undisputed 
right ofthe Czar to mass his troops on any 
one point of his frontier, bis motives for 
doing so give rise to serious apprehension on 
the part of the other European powers, 
and now that these movements are signalized 
by contemporary disturbances in Servia, it is 
thought by those watching events closely that 
Austria has cause to demand explanation. 
Ever since Prince Ferdinand succeeded in 
piacing himself upon the throne of Bulgaria, 
Austria has recognized that by maintainin 
the Prince on the throne the advance o 
Russia was checked. In consequence Austria 
early placed herself on the side of the Balkan 
States, and in the defeuse of their territory 
she now calls upon Kussia to refrain from 
further menaces in that direction. 

Austria is said to have made during the last 
few years greater sacrifices to improve the 
efficiency of her army, and to have obtained 
greater results than any other nation in Eu- 
rope. Her military educational establish- 

ments and system of training, both elemen- 

Mary and professional, for officers and men 
are of a very high order. In 18% the new 
systein of dividing the military force of the 
empire into separate bodies was first intro- 
Guced. These separate bodies consist of the 
standing army, with the reserve, the land- 
wehr, Ersatz reserve and the landsturm. 

The standing army is maintained for the de- 
fense of the empire against any invading force 
an preserve peace and order at home. In 
ti of war the landsturm acts as a reserve to 
the standing army, filling the positions in the 
forts and posts at home in the absence of the 
latter. The Ersatz Reserve is composed of a 
certain class of conscripts who are destined to 
filluptheranks of the standing army, the 
navy or the laudwehr. It is called out and 
exercised to the extent required when the 
country is in danger or threatened with hos- 
tile invasion. 

Military service in Austria is compulsory on 
all citizens ‘capable of handiing arms. The 
term of service is twelve years—three in the 
standing army, seven in the reserves, and 
two in the landwebr. The strength of the 
army in peace is fixed at 252,00 men, to be 
augmented to $00,000 onthe breaking out of 
Dostilities. Of this pumber Austria furnishes 
457,012, and Hungary 42,993. It is composed 
of80 regiments of infantry,41 regiments of 
cavairy, 13 regiments of artiliery, 2 regiments 
of engineers, 1 regiment of pioneers, and 
other troops. 

The Austrian navy consists of about fifty 
vessels, carrying in all 35 guns. Only about 
one oe twelve of the ships are modern-typed 
craft. 

The Russian army has been completely re- 

organized since the Urimean war. Compul- 
sory military duty was introduced in 1874. In 
1884 the army numbered 532,744 men serving 
with the colors, 69,000 men in the reserve, 56, 
000 Cossacks and irreguiars, 27,000 officers, 
10,00 horses and 1, 0 guns. Ona war foot- 
ing the army pumbers 066,000 men, and all the 
different corps increased in like 8 
that is, 1,00, 000 men in the field, to which 
number 1,000,000 undrilled militia could be 
added in case of need. 

These numbers may be somewhat ip excess, 
owing to lack of proper mobilization. Service 
is compulsory between tne ages of 16 and 41. 
The men are required to eguip themselves, 
the Government furnishing material. Since 
1888 compulsory service was ordered in Fin- 
land, but the troops raised here were left to 
garrison theirown posts. 

The Russian Navy consists, roughly speak- 
ing, of some three hundred vessels, carrying 
zn all 25,000 men and 671 guns. Of the above 
vessels there are seme thirty of modern type 
and 119 torpedo boats. The rest count for 
little or nothing. 

The extensive south western frontier of Rus- 
sia is defended by two lines of forts, one 
within the other. Many of the works in the 
second line are but reproduced Plevaas, mere 
places du moment, such as the Turks threw up 
during the Kussian-Turkish war to oppose 
the march of Gen. Skobeloff—earthworks 
only, but possessing infinite strength. 

The frontier of Poland is defended mostly 
by fortresses, but in the region along the 
Vistula the country is quite unprotected. 
However, on the Vistula itself are found the 
first-class fortresses of Warsaw, lvangorood 
The space between Poland and 
the Duna is protected only by the citadel of 
Vilna and the marshes of the Pupet. The sec- 
ond line of fortresses has been erected on the 
Duna and Dnieper-Rega, Dunaberz and Kiev. 

The south western froftier is under she pro- 
tection of the advanced works of Bendenyod 
Abennan, while the Black Sea coast is defend- 
ed by Kinburn, Atchakoff, at the entrance of 
the Daieper and the Berg; also Sebastopol in 
the Crimea, batteries at Odessa and Nickwoiaieff, 
and a series of minor fortifications. On the 
Baltic a formidable line of defenses has been 
erected, among which may be mentioned 
Cronstadt and Sveaborg

The Story of How James F. Sutton Became 
the Owner of ‘‘L.’ Angelus.’’ 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, July 27.—Among the passengers 
on the North German Lloyd steamship, Lahn, 
which arrived yesterday, was Mr. James F. 
Sutton, President of the American Art Asso- 
ciation, who went to Paris to buy Mlillet’s 
„L' Angelus’’ at the Secretan sale, and finally 
secured it at the largest price ever paid fora 


modern painting at auction or otherwise 
when the French Chamber refused to vote the 
necessary credit to pay for it after its pur- 
chase by M. Proust, the French Director of 
Fine Art.

Now, then, Proust and the syndicate 
thought they might have to pay $75,000, 
but hoped that they could bey for 
$60,000—the experts’ valuation. Proust 
asked the dealers not to bid against him, as 
he wanted the picture forthe Louyre. There 
were six bidders up to $80,000, and then it nar- 
rowed down to Proust, the Corcoran Gallery 
and myself. AfterI had bid $101,000 Proust, 
urged by his associates, bid again, and the mo- 
ment he spoke it was knocked down to him. 
Then came the excitement of which you have 
heard. Proust and his friends frankly said 
that it was not right, and the picture shoulda 
go up again. It was started again, and as I 
saw the French were determined to buy, and 
I did not want to make them pay any more I 
let them haye it.
